If by this 
is meant that crime is increasing out of all | 
proportion to the population and to the re- 
cord of former years the statement may be 
seriously questioned. Of course, until the 
unlawful deeds conmmitted during the year 
shall have been tabulated it will be omy, 
sible to speak with absolute certainty, but 
taking the murder cases for the present year 
in which the criminals have already expiated 
their crimes or are awaiting execution, the 
statoment may be fairly tested. Singe the 
opening up of 1890 two men have been ex- 
ecuted while four others are under sentence 
of death. But of these five three committed 
the bloody deed prior to the present year, 
one as far back as the summer of 1888. This 
then leaves four executions, supposing all 
the sentences are carried out, the property 
of the present year. Let us see how this 
record compares with former years. From 
the Canadiafi year book w@ learn that ‘‘be- 
tween the Ist July, 1867, and the 3rd of 
June, 1888, there have been 78 persons ex- 
eouted in Canada, of whom fifteen were In- 
dians executed in the Northwest Territories 
and British Columbia. The largest number 
executed in any one ee was twelve in 
1885, the year of the Northwest. Rebellion, 
and next largest was nine in 1881. There 
were no executions in 187] and 1875,"" From 
these figures we obtain an average for the 
twenty one years since Confederation of 35-7 

r year, compared with which the record 
or 1890 gives little ground for the damag- 
ing assertion that crime is Tampant among 
us. itis notdifficult to understand, how- 
ever, how the impression should have gained 
ground, Some B the murders, particular! 
the Benwell tragedy, have abounded wi 
sensational incidents whi. h have led to more 
space than usual being given to the accounts 
of the trialsin the daily press. Naturally 
this has had the eect of making the crimes 
appear unusually large. On this subject 
The Canadian Presbyterian has an article 
that might be profitably pondered by those 
who are laboring under the impression that 
the flood time of crime is upon us, Says that 
journal: 


‘We do not attach much importance to 
the cry that a wave of crime has struck this 
country. A tremendous wave of newspaper 
enterprise is upon us, and the details of a 
number of crimes are spread over two or 
three columns under sensational headings, 
and of course the crimes look large. As a 
matter of fact there is very little crime in 
Canada. One murder like that for which 
Birchall was ¢onvicted bulks more largely 
‘than half a dozen'capital crimes that are not 
sensational. We hear nothing and read lit- 
tle or nothing about the five millions of 
Canadians who behave themselves and at- 
tend every day to their duties. Birchall 
bulked more largely for a day or two than 
al] the other people in the Dominion. Maur- 
der was more spoken about for a week than 
any other act a» man can commit. Daily 
newspapers are useful—in fact they are in- 
dispensable—but they do convey to unthink- 
ing minds a most distorted view of society.”

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The Hog Supply. 


The following letter appeared in the Globe 
of Saturday last, written by the. well known 
firm of Wm. Davies & Co., of Toronto. it 
will be of interest and impertance to the 
farmers of this neighborhood who have or 
expect to give hog raising any attention :— 

Sirn,— You willbe glad to know that our 
efforts, aided by the Glebe, the Bureau of 
Agriculture and other auxiliaries, have very 
considerably increased the supply of hogs, 
Farmers appear to be realising that it is a 
remunerative branch of stock-raising, but 
they have yet to learn that it is to their in- 
terest to have them ready early in the season. 

In May last we were paying as. high as 
$5.70. In June $5.60. At the same time 
we were buying in the western States for 
nearly two cents lees. In July we paid for 
Canadians $5.25, in August $5.50, in Septem. 
ber os high as $5.65, and we were compelled 
to supplement our supply very largely from 
Chicago, St. Louis and Kansas City. At 
this writing we are getting quite as many as 
we can handle from Canadians at $425. Thus 
you will see that the farmers by not Laving 
theth ready early in the season are lorers to 
avery considerable amount. It is well known 
that hogs fatten more rapidly through the 
warm weather. 

There is one other point to which we wish 
to call the attention of the farmers, There 
are too many heavy hogs being produced, and 
if they want the highest price they must first 
offer a long, lean, well-led hog, weighing 
from 140 to 200 lbs. alive, and have them 
for sale in Juné; July, August and Septem der. 
A man who has his hogs for sale when every 
one else has, gets left,

first officer I saw waa the Earl of Cardigan, | P* 


who was, I believe, the first man to strike 
the guns, for it must be said that he was as 
brave as he was tyrannical ; he was shouting 
out, ‘Where are you all going ?’ and, I think, 
he then shouted out to usto ‘rally.’ In the 
melee I sawan offer whom, in the confusion, 
I thought to be one of the 17th, and I rode 
toward him. It was Lieutenant Jarvis, 13th 
Light Dragoons. I told him Cardigan was 
over there, pointing ; but he said, ‘ Never 
mind ;let us capture that gun’ pointing to 
one which wasrapidly goimg away to the 
rightrear. We rede up to itand he shot 
down one of the horses, with his revolver, 
while I cut down the gunners and captured 
the prize. A lot of our troopers now dashed 
up; some dismounted, unharnessed the 
dead horse and mounted onthe artillery 
horses attached tothe gan. John Smith, 
third troop, 17th Lancers, was mounted.on 
one o the horses. Away we rode with our 
prize. Then about 50 Cossacks dashed on 
us, and we had to abandon the gnn and re- 
treat. Of these Cossacks four or five ad- 
vatced on meand compelled me tochange 
my course, Then a Russian officer rode at 
me. We hada set-to; he cut my sword 
half through and gave me a nasty bruise on 
the side of the head. I should have been 
killed by thestroke, but for my dress cap ; 
as it was I was almost knocked senseless off 
my horse by the force of the blow. 

‘‘We numbered in all some thirty or forty 
men. We were then between the column of 
Hussarsand the Russian Lancers, and both 
advancing upon us, our men, meanwhile, 
galloping in every direction. I went back 
some little distance towardsagroup of our 
men, and, rallying them I ait tite these 
lancera were Russians and that our only 
chance was to charge through them. Those 
who had lances (some seven or eight) I 
placed in the front, and we charged their 
centre, and luckily, most of us got through 
though I received another wound in the right 
hand. Continuing our pace, we then had 
to pass infantry ; then through the guns 
again, though which we had e¢ » as 
they were again in possession of and reman- 
ned by the enemy, and in full operation. 
We charged through them somehow and 
then we became scattered, each man trust- 
ing to his horse and fate.

fowed with one of them severely wounded 
him. 

As for Lord Lucan, the commander-in- 
chief, he was totally unfitted, both by know- 
ledge and nature, Captain Morley says, for 
the post. 

Tn conclusion he remarke :~-'' The whole 
canse of this unfortunate charge, which re- | 
sulted in the loss, almost the annihilation, 
of the English Light Brigade, though it 
covered the cavalry arin of service with im- 
mortal glory, was a personal one, and, in a 
nut-shell, was this: Lncan wass prond, 
quarrelaome old blockhead, who hated every- 
hody, especiatly his noble brother-in-law, 
Cardigan, and was quite as cordially hated 
in return. | Cardigan was a brave but tyran- 
nicAl ballv, whom no one loved and everyone 
feared. ‘Thus, when that gallant gentleman, 
Captain Nolan, rode wp with the order, the 
noble earls were both avarrelling ; each des- 
pising the other, very few wordé passed. and 
Cardigan started -for the guns, without 
understanding which guna, too consequential 
to ask, and Nolan’s death, just as he was 
endeavouring to give proper directions to the 
charge, was fatal; and so the blundering, 
bloody attack was made, because Lucan was 
a fool abd Cardigan a bully, and they had 
not spoken friendby to one ‘another for 
years. Thi was the real cause of the 
charge.

Alongside 
the arteries runs a large vein and nervous 
cord. Numerous ducts rise from the milk 
cisterns at the top of the teats ; they spread 
through the whole structure of the udder. 
A small portion of the blood exudes or per- 
colates through the membrane that lines 
these ducte and becomes milk. 

Beginning from the bottom of the teat, 
there is an opening which stays closed with- 
ont any effort on the part of the animal there- 
fore the milk does not leak. If this muscle 
relaxes the milk will drop out. At the to 
of the teat there is another valve over which 
the cow exercises somé control. She can 
close it and hold the milk above that valve ; 


ous equilibriun will make her close this 
valve and shut off the milk flow. 
) There are a great many tiny cells on the 
néide of the ultimate follicies of the milk 
ducts. They are so small that if you mea- 
sure a row’ of them “not one inch in length, 
you will find 3,000 or 5,000 of them. ‘ 
each grow a bud ; that bud grows larg — 
larger until it becomes a globule, and these 
obules constitute the fat of the milk. 
seitiny globules drop and trickle down 
inside these milk tubes and come down with 
the rest of the milk. The last milk is richer 
than the first. Some men consider it to be 
an honest transaction to give the factory- 
men the first fruits of the cow and to keep 
the last quart for the coffee.

The Poor Man's Cow. 


Economy is something we all aim at, and 
anything, whether it be bird, beast or stock 
company, that pays large returns for a small 
investment, is sure to be much sought for. 
The Kerry cow is an animal which does this 
to an astonishing degree, if we may credit 
the Agriculturist. 

In the mountainous southwest of Ireland, 
the Kerry has from time immemorial been 
known as the ‘‘ poor man’s cow.” In that 
raw and foggy climate she has subsisted 
upon sparse vegetation, giving a compara- 
sively Fiberal yield of sulk. Great improve: 
ment fas been made in these hardy and use- 
ful cattle during the last two decades. Two 
distinct and wel! defined classes of them are 
now recognized, the original t or ** pure” 
cerry, ie the Dexter. The A 
popularity of the ge J in England has led 
to the organization of a record society to 
secure purity of breeding and promote in 
other ways the improvement end success of 
the teed. But the points of difference be- 
tween the two classes are so marked that 
two distinct societies have been formed. 
The Royal Dexter Kerry Herd-book Society 
has its office in Dublin. The selection of 
foundation stock for the first volume of the 
herd-book was intrusted to qualified men, 
who were known to be good judges, and who 
discriminated carefully between the two 
classes. The Dexter differs in all but 
color from the old type cf Kerry. The 
latter has a dull, heavy head, heavy horns 
inclining backward, long legs, flat sides, 
)and thin quartets, The Dexter is shorter 

in the legs, with rather fine expressive 
head, light horns, square, heavy flanks, and 
a square, blocky build. The color is black, 
with.some white hairs on the udder ; height 
three feet six to three feet seven inches. 
The Dexter folly equals the old type of 
Kerry in milking qualities, and is besides a 
model beef auimal. Some of the cows have 
been known to yield as wis as twenty 
quarts of milk per day, but this was excep- 
tional, the average amount being about ten 
quartseach. In quality it stands midway 
between the milk of Channel Island cows 
and thatof other dairy breeds. In this re- 
spect, however, there is little difference be- 
tween the Dexter and the old form of Kerry. 
But for beef the Dexters are ve greatly 
superior. They fatten readily, laying on 
flesh in the parts where it isthe most valu- 
able.. The beef is of the finest quality, 
nicely marbled throughout, juicy and pal- 
| atable. 
These beautiful and useful cattle have 
| become quite see in England, and a 
| few have been brought to these shores. It 
is not to be supposed that they will come in 
|competition with the improved breeds of 
| cattle, which have become permanently es- 


tablished in the dairy and feeding regions 
of the country. Bat as a family cow for 
‘village and suburban dwellers, the Dexter 
| Kerry is admirably well adapted. Docile, 
| hardy, “ed to keep, and yielding a fair 
| quantity of rich milk, and fattening easily

Pruning and Training. 

Care inust be taken not to allow the vine 
to overbear, or it may be injured soas to nev- 
errecover. At the rate of three to four tons 
peracre, is a fall average crop for the strong- 
est growers, although good vineyards often 
produce without injury five or six tons per 
acre, The less the number of clusters this 
weight can be put into, the more satisfac- 
tory will be the money return from the crop. 
Hence it is well to thin the fruit, picking off 
the smallest and poorest clusters. 

We do not advise semmer praning farther 
than pinching off or rubbing out weak and 
useless laterals and shoots. Leaves are the 


laboratories of growing vine, in which is per- 
fected the food which produes the eariral 
both wood and fruit, Severe summer pruning 
removing a latge amount of fotiage, weak- 
ens the vine, reduces the size of the fruit, 
retards its ripening, and checks the growth 
of the root. Where more thanone shoot starts 
from a bud it is well to rub off the weaker 
one before it is more than two to six inches 

When particularly fine clusters are 
desired the enile: of the canes may be pinch- 
ed_off, and stopped when growth has re 
gtessed to fout or five leaves from the last 
cluster, and thereafter the ends of all later- 


als pinched off as soonasone or twoleaves are 


formed. Superfluoussuckers that start below 
the crown of the vine should be broken out 
before much growth has taken place.—({T.S. 
Hubbard in Grange Homes. 


Importance of Oleanliness in Milking. 
Dirt settlings in the bottom of the milk 
bucket, into which the milkirg has been 
done, is pretty sure to be followed by like 
settlings in the cream and milk pitchers on 
thetable, andare unmistakable evidences that 
the milking bas been done in an uncleanly 
and careless manner, for these dirty specks 
have dropped into the milk at the stable 
and when once in, they stay in spite of 
strainers and fine wire cloth sieves. The 
resence of the “ specks” in cream or milk, 
oes not operate as an appetizer to any con- 
siderable extent, and when discovered no 
means should be left untried to prevent the:r 
reappearance ; they render the milk unfit 
for use and good butter cannot possibly be 
made from such milk. The milker turning 
out such milk should be reformed, and if im- 
proved method and more cleanliness are be- 
yond his reach, he should speedily be re- 
placed by one more competent to perform 
such an important duty. 


A Straw Roof for Farm Buildings. 


A Poughkeepsie, N. Y., correspondent of 
the Farm Journal,. gives the following 
directions for a straw or thatched roof : 

1. Good, straight, rye straw is ig een 
Make the butts even by holding it loosely 
and tapping on the floor, then grasp firmly 
near the heads, and shake out short, crum- 
pled straws and tie in convenient bundles. 

2. Have rafters the same as for shingles. 

3. Use poles about two inches in diame- 
ter, or sawed lath one and one-half inches 


square to tie straw to. Nail lower one to|& 


rafters about a foot from plate, and the 

others fifteen or eighteen inches apart, de- 

pending on the length of the straw. Let 

them project about six inches over the 

rafters to nail the eave board to. Nail on eave 
&. 

4. Two men are required to put on straw, 
‘one to prepare the handfuls for the other who 
binds it on. A line is first drawn from eave 
board to cave board, to guide the butte of 
first course. One man takes straw and makes 
a band, fastens it to the pole and shoves it 
against the eave board. The other man 

rasps a little more straw than he can close 
fis fingers over and passes it to No, 1, who 
lays it against the band, the butts touching 
the line, and brings the band over the straw 
and around the pole, holding all firm and 
taut. No. 1 now takes a little straw from 
the head of the bunch and twists it in with 
the starting band, and is ready for another 
handful to bind on as before. This process 
is repeated until the pc side is reach- 
ed. The next course should he tied to the 
second pole, the butts being laid even with 
the first pole. In the third and succeedin 
courses all the straw should be reversed, an 
the: heads pointed down. The peak should 
be capped with boards.

Are People Lesing Faith ? 


If it be true that men have faith in what 
they are willing to pay for, and, vice versa, 
there is no great reason for any feeling of 
alarm at the assertion so confidently made by 
some, thatthe people are losing faith in 
Christianity. Said a New York clergyman 
recently, ‘‘I hear a great deal abont the 
spread of agnosticism nowadays, yet I never 
heard before of such a time as this for build- 
ing new churches. I see reports of them 
every week, and believe that you will find 
that since January last more than a hundred 
of them have been built in this city or here- 
about. Some of them are grand and costly 
edifices, too. We are raising places of wor- 
im all the time for believers of every creed. 
Only last Sunday a new church was cedicat- 
ed in this city, and another in Brooklyn, and 
another in Woodhaven, and the corner stone 
of another was laid in Jersey City, yet it 
was rather a poor Sunday for new churches. 
You can find, too, that most of the churches 
in New York and vicinity are well filled, 
and that some of them are crowded at every 
service. If there is a tremendous spread of 
agnosticism and infidelity, you can’t prove 
that there is by getting up a list of the new 
churches that have been bui't this year, or 
last year, or within the past ten years.” 

It is esti- 
mated that in the United States, alone the 
evangelical churches are building on an 
average four churches a day, a rate which 
does not betoken the widespread revolt from 
Christianity which some of her enemies 
would have the world believe.

Cavalry in War. 


The invention of smokeless powder and 
the perfecting of the implements of warfare 
render it improbable that the exciting spec- 
tacles of former days when armies met in 
the shock of battle, will ever again be wit- 
nessed. Says a German writer on this sub- 
ject : ‘‘ The time for brilliant cavalry attacks 
upon infantry is past and the future duties 
of cavalry will be to serve as outposts, to 
conceal infantry, to escort single detach- 
ments and so forth. An attack cannot be 
risked by cavalry except upon a body of 
the enemy’s cavalry, and whenever it is not 
stronger than the enemy it would be better 
to dismount and protect itself ny firing. If 
the cavalry of the future is to be efficient, 
continues the writer, it should be armed 
with rifles and mstructed in quick firing. 
The lance, which is being introduced again 
in Franee and Germany, is an absolutely 
useless weapon, and in the age of repeating 
rifles aud smokeless power the cavalry will 
never have an opporusity of using it.”

Velocipedists aré now desired in France 
for naval as well as military service. Four 
years ago, at the mobilization of a French 
army corps, they carried messages to and 
from headquarters with such rapidity as to 
receive a regular organization in the mili 
tary establishment of France ; and Russia is 
now following that example. The wheelmen 
wear loose artillery jackets and canvas trou- 
sers, and may have, for rain, a rubber cloak 
with a hood; their despatches are carried 
in a leather wa!]>t, and the weapon is a re- 
volver. But while all this is easy to under- 
stand, and also that bicycle or tricycles are 
allowed at the option of the riders, the form- 
er having the superiority in speed and the 
latter in stability, it may not be quite so 
clear how the cycle is of avail for the sailor.

Reports from Mexico state that a bill has 
been submitted to Congress which proposes 
to deal with insurance companies in 4 man- 
ner quite heroic.

The sea occupies three-fourths of the sur- 
face of the earth. At the depth of about 
3500 feet wavesare not felt. Thetemperature 
is the same, varying only a trifle from the 
ice of the pole to the burning san of the 
equator. A mile down the water has a 
reasure Of over a ton to the square inch. 
f abeox six feet deep were filled with sea- 

water and allowed to evaperate under the 
sun there would be two inches of salt left 
on the bottom. Taking the average depth 
of the ocean to be three miles, there would 
be a layer of pure salt 230 feet thick on the 
bed of the Atlantic. The water is colder 
atthe bottom than at the surface. In the 
many bays on the coast of Norway the 


water often freezes at the bottom before it | 


does above Waves are very deceptive. To 
leok at them in a storm one would think 
the water travelled. 
the same place, but the” motion goes on. 
Sometimes in storms these waves are 
forty feet high, and travel fifty miles an 


hour--moere than twice aa fast 
the swiftest steamship. The distance 
from valley to valley is generally 


fifteen times the height, hence a wave five 
feet high will extend over seventy five feet of 
water. The force of the sea dashing on the 
Bell Rock is said to be seventeen tons for 
each square yard. Evaporation is a wonder- 
ful power in drawing water from the sea. 
Every year a layer of the entire sea fourteen 
feet thick is taken up into the cloads. The 
winds bear their burden into the land, and 
the water comes down in rain upon the fields, 
to flow back at last through rivers. The 
depth of the sea presents an interesting pro- 
blem. If the Atlantic were lowered from 
6564 feet, the distance from shore to shore 
would be half as great, or 1500 miles. Lf low- 
ered a little more than three miles, say 19,- 
680 feet, there would be a road of dry land 
from Newfoundland to Ireland. This is the 
plain on which the great Atlantic cables were 
laid. The Mediterranean is comparatively 
shallow. A drying up of 660 feet would 
leave three different seas, and Africa would 
be joined with Italy. The British channel is 
more like a pond, which accounta for its 
choppy waves. It has been found difficult 
to get the correct soundings of the Atlantic. 
A midshipman of the navy overcame the 
difficulty, and shot weighing thirty pounds 
carries down the line. A hole is bored 
through the sinker, through which a rod of 
iron is passed, moving easy back and forth. 
In the end ¢f the bar a cup is dug out, and 
the inside coated with lard. The bar is made 
fast to the line, and a sling holds the shot 
on. When the bar, which extends below the 
ball, touches the earth, the sling unhooks, 
and the shot slides off, The lard inthe end 
of the bar holds some of the sands or what- 
ever may be on the bottom, and a drop shuts 
over the cup to keep the water from wash- 
ing the sand out. When the ground is 
reached a shock is felt, ab if an electric cur- 
rent had passed through the line. 


Comrie SRR = 
An Antartic Expedition. 


Now that the Australian colonies have 

reed to y the $25,000 which Baron 
Nordenskiold and Baron Dickson proposed 
as the condition on which they would tout 
an Antarctic expedition, it is probable that 
steps will be taken at once to consummate the 
scheme. Considering the reliability, ex- 
perience and resources of the principal pro- 
moters of the expedition, it is safe to predict 
that this exploring party will be the best 
equipped that has ever entered the Southern 
Seas. What the results will be can only be 
conjectured. Two ends will be kept in view 
by the expedition, one scientific and the 
other monetary. It is expected that much 
useful scientific information will be gained ; 
that, owing to the great improvements which 
the last fifty years have wrought in means 
and methods of scientific investigation, our 

resent knowledge of the air and sea an 
and of those regions will be considerably 
enlarged. Penetrating further towards the 
Southern pole, these explorers will learn 
what currents move those seas, and what 
plants and animals inhabit them; what 
meteorological conditions prevail; and 
whether the mighty wall of ice and snow, of 
which former explorers have brought us 
word, engirds a continent or an archipelago. 
Moreover, it is known that the Antartic 
waters are the home of myriads of whales 
and seals, and of fishes also, which are of 
great commercial value. Hitherto their re- 
moteness from the markets of the world has 
caused them to be neglected. But now that 
the mammalian hosts of the Northern Seas 
are so decimated, the eyes of whalers and 
sealers are turned toward the vast resources 
of the South. With the Antarctic waters 
asnear to Australia as Baffin’s Bay is to 
England, there is good reason to look for 
the estabiishment of paying commercial 
enterprises on and within the Antartic 
circle,

There are other attractions than those 
which nature provides which invest a_coun- 
try or a logality with interest to the traveler.

This fact is sometimes 
overlooked by those who institute compar- 
isons between new and old lands, between a

Into this error the author of ‘‘Our Italy,” by 
which he means Southern California, has 
fallen when he says that the latter is more at- 
tractive than the former. By going to ltaly 
one gets a knowledge of the records and 
works of mankind that cannot be got any- 
where else, and this knowledge is more val- 
nable than any other. 


A judgment has just been rendered at 
Ottawa in connection with an insurance case 
which is of more than ordinary interest to 
the public. It appears that the Ottawa 
agent for the Mutual Reserve Life Associa 
tion, o° New York, sent in two applications 
which were rejected by the company, butupon 
which the preminushad been paid at the time 
applications were made, and that the agent 
when requested to refund the money, seeing 
that the policies were not issued, refused to 
doso. Instead of suing the agent, the parties 
interested instituted action against the com- 
pany and succeeded in winning their suit, 
the judge holding that the agent having 
taken the applications and received the 
money for the policies, the company was 
bound to make repayment. The effect of 
this judgment will doubtless be to induce 
insurance companies to exercise more caution 
in selecting their agents while it will give 
greater security to the insuring public.

I will take this oc- 
casionto explain that there seems to be an 
impression among some medical men that 
these statements as to premature burials 
that have been made from time to time have 
not been sufficiently authenticated to lead ta 
theconclusion that they were based on ab- 
solute facts. In this they are mistaken. 
Who knows how many such cases are con- 
cealed in deep graves: in the crema 
furnaces ; in the tombs of the wealthy. It 
is idle to say that these things do not ha 
They do happen. This nobody can y; 
that no harm and ibly _— good must 
result from the adoption of common sense 
precautions to prevent such horrible things. 

‘*The obvious point isthis: People who have 
been pronounced dead are often with undue 
haste placed upon ice. This renders it impos- 
sible for them to revive in preg: Hage ee where 
the vital spark has not left the body. If 
they are not dead the ice kills them, or the 
air-tight coffin kills them. Sometimes when 
after a lapse of time coffins have been opened, 
and bodies are found to have been displaced, 
the terrible reflections of friends have been 

uieted by the assurance that gases of the 
pith body must have done the work. 
But the probability is that the unfortunate 
victim has been prematurely buried, and has 
writhed in unspeakabletorture until relieved 
by welcome death. 

‘* The main cause of premature interment 
is the custom of haste to pre the subject 
forthe grave. The undertakeris sent for on 
the instant. He may hint that there is no 
hurry, but it is at the risk of losing his buai- 
ness. If one undertaker will not hurry an- 
other one will. People must be educated up 
to the idea that it is not only not 
to hurry, but is thedicate of humanity and 
common sense to go slowly in such matters, 
Of course, in cases of death by loathsome or 
contagious disease, such as diphtheria or 
small-pox, hasteis pardonable for the sake of 
living, but, in most cases, undue haste 
is at the risk of homicide. The Board of 
Health will take care of urgent cases. In 
all others it vould be better to proceed care- 


ully.

ually qualified and familiar with the signs of 
death, and not to be too hasty in taking it 
for granted that death has actually occurred, 
even in cases where le have been long 
sick, and where death has been for some 
time regarded as a forgone conclusion. Too 
much care cannot be taken before making 
sreparations for a funeral, to make it abso- 
as certain hy the most unmistakable

BIRCHALL SWINGS. 
last act in BAS of tha most no-

history has been given such wideaproad 
publicity, not only in this country, but 
in the United States and England, or 


| which J.R. Birchall paid the penalty of 
| his life in Woodstock jail yard on Friday 
morning last, his crime being the slay- 
ing of the young man, F. C. Benwell, 
| whom he induced to come to this country 
last winter under the false pretenses of 
| placing him in the position of a gentle- 
| man farmer. The history of the crime 


| is unprecedented for cool, caleulating 
| villainy, and the thorough and expedi- 
| tious manner in which the murderer was 
| brought to justice, reflects the highest 
credit on the Canadian law courte. The 
following dispatch gives briefly the 
particulars of the execution :— 
Weovsrocs,Nov. 14.—The execution 
of Birchall took place at 8:30 this morn- 
ing. He maintained his cheerfulness 
all yesterday. Saw several friends and 
had a final interview with his wife last 
night, which only terminated at 1 am. 
Rural Dean Wade spent the night in 
his cell preparing him for death. He 
did not sleep at all during the night. 
At 6 a.m. he made a light breakfast and 
dressed himself tor the last scene. The 
executioner, an i from Toron- 
to, and apparently an experienced hand, 
arrived yesterday morning and superin- 
tended erection of scaffold during the 
day. At 7:30 the hangman made his 
final preparations. About two hundred 
persons, including officials, reporters, 
jurymen, etc., were admitted to view 
the execution. At 8:25 prisoner was 
pinioned, and procession started from 
jail yard. Birchall was very firm, but 
pale and self-possessed, his friend, Mr. 
Leetham, of Montreal, walking beside 
|him. On arriving at the gallows, Rev. 
| Mr. Wade began the Church of England 
service, and at words, “dust to dust” 
Birchall stepped firmly forward be- 
| neath the gallows.

| gether. Hisfriend Leetham and the 
clergyman kissed him, and the latter 
began to repeat the Lord’s prayer, and 
at the words “deliver us from evil,” the 
executioner released the immense weight 
350 pounds, which fell with great force 
tothe ground. The prisoner was jerked 
in the air and then fell to within two 
feet of the ground, and after a few 
slight convulsions, hung dead. Drop 
fell at 8:29 and at 8:31 Dr.Chamberlain 
pronounced life extinct. Post mortem 
examination was held and neck reported 
not broken. Death was cansed by 

| shock and strangulation. 

Mrs. Birchall bore the parting last 
night better than was expected. An 
opiate was given her towards morning, 
and she slept while the execution was 
taking place. On awakening she re- 
ceived the tidings with more calmness 
than was looked for. .

Behring Sea Negotiations. 


The want of success which attended their 
former negotations on the a #68 oOn- 
trovers hes not discou ir Julian 
Pauncefote, the British Mimiater, from mak- 
ing another attempt at solving the difficult 
problem. Hislatest proposalis that Russia be 
asked to unite in negotiatinga settlement, and 
that the agreement have respect to the whole 
of the waters lying north of the 50th parallel 
of north latitude and between America and 
Asia. In his scheme provision is made for 
a convention, to be called the North Ameri- 
can seal fishing convention, in which Great 
Britain, Russia and the United States shall 
be represented, and which shall deal with 
the fur seal fisheries in the Behring sea, 
the sea of Otschotsk and adjoining waters. 

The articles of agreement provide that the 
high contracting parties agree to appoint a 
mixed commission of experts, who shall 
enquire into the subject and report within 
two years from the date of the convention 
on the propriety and the advisability of re- 
= looking to the preservation of the 

ur seal species. After this report has been 
submitted a further vonvention is to be held, 
and in case the high contracting parties are 
unable to upon regulations, if any are 
necessary, the questions of difference shall 
be referred to the arbitration of an impar- 
tial government, whose award shall be 
Pending the report of the commission and 
four months after the date of such re ; 
a temporary measure shall be put into effect, 
prehiiding the subjects and catizens of the

To Young Shootcrs. 


Sir Ralph Payne-Gallwey, in his tenth 
letter to young shooters in the Field (Lon- 
Zon), continues his remarks on ‘‘correct aim- 
ing.” He makes a point which will be of 
interest to those who on occasions cannot 
account for @ miss at birds apparently fly- 
ing straightaway. He says that it is well 
for a shooter to know that a bird may to all 
appearances be flying directly from him ; 
but if the head can be seen, it is really fly- 
ing toward the-side on which its head ap- 
pears, A straight shot at such a bird may 
not be effective. ‘‘In this case the head 
alone should be aimed at, so that the shot 
may follow the real line of flight, as though 
the bird may appear to be going straight- 
away, you ma 
the right or left on a curve.” In the appli- 
cation of this to the shooting of pigeons from 
traps, Sir R. Payne-Gallwey says that many 
misses are made at a fast bird, which is 
really moving to the right or left as the 
direction of his head would indicate, where- 
as the shooter imagines that it is flying ina 
straight course directly from him. He says 
that it by no means follows that a crack 
pigeon shot is successful on game, for there 
are many angles of flight to which he is un- 
accustomed. On the other hand a good man 
on game, in full practise, is sure to succeed 
at pigeons, as there is no angle of flight of a 
bird of which hehas not had experience 
Many pigeon shots will probably dissent 
from :his latter statement, for it has been 
frequently noted in matches at those birds 
that the better man on game has not done 


so well as the specialist in pigeons.

All of the improved methods of caring for 
the hems, giving them warm feed, warm 
houses, warm water and careful attention 
all through the cold months, have regulted in 
inducing the average flock to lay more eggs 
than formerly. Thére fs still, however, abun- 
dant room for improvement in this way, and 
‘ith the thousands of experiments gning 
on annually ourstock of hen knowledge is be- 
ing vastly added to. 

There is ‘another question, however, 
worthy of attention, and that is the manner 
of shipping eggs to market. The ‘wide- 
awake poultrymen will watch the markets, 
and ship his eggs to the market where the 

rices are the highest, no matter how far 
Ristant. To do this, the eggs must be pack- 
ed somewhat after the following manner : 
Wrap each egg in paper and then wrap a 
email piece of excelsior around it. Place 
some excelsior in the bottom of the box and 
pack the wrapped eggs carefully. Fasten 
the lid on, run wire around it, and drop 
rome sealing wax on the top knot. This 
will prevent people from opening the box 
and exchanging the fancy eggs for rotten 
ones. Have your name and postoffice sten- 
cilled on the box, as well as the dealer’s 
name and address to whom the eggs are con- 
signed.

Too Large Growths of Clover. 


It is possible for clover to go into Winter 
quarters with too much top. This is va 
ally true in seasons whenjheavy snow falls, 
affording the plant needed’ protection. 
Clover is very easily smothered. The top is 
also very easily frozen down, and when there 
is too much of it the gradual rotting down 
which comes from freezing and thawing is to 
some extent injurious to the root. We have 
known luxuriant clover fields in the Fall, in 
which many portions of te rankest 
growth were nearly bare the following sea- 
son. Wherever a heavy growth has been 
made, either feed it<lown or better still cut 
it and make into hay. It sometimes hap- 

ns that clover sown last Spring gets into 

lossom, and occasionally seeds the same 
season, unless cut or pastured down. Wher- 
ever clover seeds the first year, the plant is 
either entirely destroyed or so greatly weak. 
ened that it cannot amount to much the fol- 
lowing season. Even blossoming weakens the 

lant, and this is often the cause of clover 
ailure where the farmer thought he was 
sure of a fine stand. Of course the rotting 
clover is in some sort a manure for the land > 
but it is a wasteful use of clover, which 
makes a rich manure after being passed 
through stock and going into their excre- 
ment, berides affording the additional pro- 
fit of their gain. 


Wintering Onions. 

The novice never, and the expert seldom, 
makes much money by holding perishable 
products for spring sale. Shrinkage and loss 
by frost and decay is usually much greater 
than covered by the advance in prices, If 
prices in the fall are at all acceptable, sel! 
without delay; bat market the Prizetakeron- 
ions, anyway. Still, there are exceptions to 
all ru'es, and in certain localities or under 
certain circumstances it may pay well to 
store and hold for spring sales such varieties 
as Nanvers Yellow aud perhaps Wethers- 
tield Red and White,Globe, ete. There isa 
party not very far from here, who grows 
quite a number of acres of onions every 
year, and he invariably holds them until 
spring and makes inoney by so doing, Of 
course, I was anxious to learn how he win- 
térs such big gis re and inade inquiry. He 
writes me as follows: ‘For the purpose 
of keeping onions during winter, we have 
erected two large rooms inthe end of our 
barn, above ground. These rooms are 
alinost frost- in the coldest weather ; 
are provided with double windows at each 
end, and double doors at entrance from 
driveway on barn floor. All the walls have 
a dead air space. Building paper is tacked 
on the inside of each boarding that forms the 
hollow space. Onions are not put into these 
rooms in bulk, but in thousands of slatted 
bushel boxea The windows are kept con- 
stantly open, except in very cold weather. 
The idea is to put in dry, well-cured stock,

Professor Saunders, Director of Dominion 
Experimental Farms, has prepared a report 
to the Dominion Government on the etlect 
of the McKinley law upon the Canadian 
grain export trade with the United States, 
He found that in spite of the McKinley bill 
there have already been considerable ship- 
ments of six-rowed barley.
